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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: It is argued that there are also elements... in 
either of the applied references. This is not persuasive because Applicant does not claim a step of "circulating catalyst inventory" or 
appears to refer to the preamble language "wherein catalyst is cycled..." A preamble is generally not accorded any patentable weight 
where it merely recites the purpose of a process or the intended use of a structure, and where the body of the claim does not depend on 
the preamble for completeness but, instead, the process steps or structural limitations are able to stand alone. See In re Hirao, 535 F.2d 
67, 190 USPQ 15 (CCPA 1976) and Kropa v. Robie, 187 F.2d 150, 152, 88 USPQ 478, 481 (CCPA 1951). 

It is argued that in attacking Applicants' characterization... catalyst back to the reactor. This is not persuasive because the examiner 
recognizes that obviousness can only be established by combining or modifying the teachings of the prior art to produce the claimed 
invention where there is some teaching, suggestion, or motivation to do so found either in the references themselves or in the knowledge 
generally available to one of ordinary skill in the art. See In re Fine, 837 F.2d 1071, 5 USPQ2d 1596 (Fed. Cir. 1988) and In re Jones, 958 
F.2d 347, 21 USPQ2d 1941 (Fed. Cir. 1992). In this case, it would have been obvious to provide a heated catalyst, because Harandi et al. 
teach wherein the regenerator is operated continuously and in order to keep the regenerator hot during this period, fuel may be added to 
the regenerator as a source of heat. It would have been further obvious and within the purview of an ordinary artisan to heat the first 
regeneration zone to at east as high as the autoignition temperature so as to reduce the amount of heat later needed. 

It is argued that one significant difference between the two... process is carried out. This is not persuasive because Applicant appears to 
merely assert that there are differences within the two references. However, it has been held that a prior art reference must either be in the 
field of applicant's endeavor or, if not, then be reasonably pertinent to the particular problem with which the applicant was concerned, in 
order to be relied upon as a basis for rejection of the claimed invention. See In re Oetiker, 977 F.2d 1443, 24 USPQ2d 1443 (Fed. Cir. 
1992). In this case, such modification would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art, because one of ordinary skill in the art, 
would have expected a process having an olefin reaction zone, wherein the catalyst is regenerated an oxygen atmosphere as taught by 
Harandi et to have been similarly useful and applicable to a process for regenerating a catalyst, which also uses oxygen in a process for 
producing olefins as taught by Lattner et al. Furthermore, it should be noted that about 500 wppm or less of sulfur and has about 200 
wppm or less nitrogen in the heating fuel can read on 0, making the percentage of sulfur and nitrogen in the fuel as disclosed by Harandi 
obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art. 

It is argued that more importantly, the process of the Lattner invention... catalyst is regenerated. This is not persuasive because 
Applicant's argument is not commensurate in scope with the claim, since Applicant does not claim a process wherein "only a portion" or 
"all" of is specifically regenerated. So such a distinction would not materially affect an ordinary artisan's arrival at the instantly broadly 
claimed invention, which reads on either. It is noted that the features upon which applicant relies (i.e., a process wherein specifically "all" 
or a "portion" of catalyst is cycled) are not recited in the rejected claim(s). Although the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, 
limitations from the specification are not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1181 , 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993).
